On Kay 2?, 1950, the writer interviewed Dr. HIRlAli STANHOPE LUKEHS, Director 
of the Department of Chemistry and Chemical Engineering at the University 
of Pennsylvania. Dr. LUKENS advised that HARRY GOLD was a student in 
one of his classes in 1930 or 193lj however, he was not familiar with GOLD'S 
associates or activities. He pointed out that GOLD was one of approximately 
sixty in a lecture class and the association was not close. 



Dr. LUKENS advised that a Dr. H. A. ALSENTZER, who is also an instructor 
in Chemistry at the University of Pennsylvania, is apparently better ac- 
quainted with GOLD and has commented in the last few days to Dr. LUKENS 
concerning GOLD'S activities in the past three or four years in a manner 
that led LUKENS to believe ALSENTZER was well acquainted with HARRY GOLD. 

Dr. LUKENS stated that Dr. ALSENTZER has an office adjoining room 218 in 
the John Harrison Laboratory at the University of Pennsylvania. 

A check of the indices of this office revealed no record of AL5ENTZER; hence, 
it is recommended that an agent interview ALSENTZER relative to his know- 
ledge of the activities of GOLD. 


I Dr. ALBERT CROLL BALL, Director of the English Department, University of 
Pennsylvania, was interviewed by the writer and was advised by BALL that he 
did not know GOLD, and his classroom attendance records for the period 1930 
through 1931* do not reflect attendance of the subject at any time In classes 
instructed by BALL. Dr. BALL was unable to provide further information as 
to possible associates or acquaintances of the subject on the university 
campus .

I talked to Judge UcGRANERY the afternoon of June 2nd and he advised me that he 
had been talking to Mr. PEITOH FORD of the Department. He seaned quite concerned 
whether he was going to insist on removal proceedings. FORD told the Judge that 
they ought to take subject GOLD right to New Torkj that they were sure that the 
EMC was less than 100 miles from the EDPA. Judge McGRANEHX told FORD that he 
thought they should not take any chances on this case; that the man had already 
adnitted his identity and that was all that was necessary to prove at a hearing 
when an indictment had been drawn. 

Judge McGRANERJ suggested that the Bureau should watch very carefully the drawing 
of an indictment in the case to make sure the wording, etc., was proper. 

This information was conveyed to Mr. HUJNRICH of the Bureau.

Mr. MILLER called and advised that it would not be possible or desirable to 
question HARRY GOLD much beyond 8 o'clock or possibly before 8 inasmuch as he 
became hazy in his recollections after questioning for a certain period of time. 

I told Agent MLLHt we would defer to hie Judgment in this matter. 

I suggested to him that he get statements from GOLD relative to the two subjects 
in the cases, namely SLACK and the unknown subject, the soldier in Albuquerque, 
as soon as possible in order that there would be no question in the event of 
prosecution of either of these individuals and that the statements be taken from 
the standpoint of prosecution rather than intelligence. 

I advised Mr. HENNRICH of the Bureau of these instructions to Mr. MILLER, and he 
Stated this would be satisfactory.

At 11:30 H.I on Juno 1, Ur. JOIEI D. U. HAMILTON, attorney for 

IIATUty GOLD, telephoned, the SAC and said that he had spoken to JOSEPH GOLD and 
that JOSEPH GOLD had no objection to FBI Agents nailing a search of his home 
and he 'would give permission for the search. Mr. HAMILTON said he had no 
objection to the search, and that HARRY GOLD had no objection. He asked 
that we tell JOSEPH GOLD that he had contacted us and conveyed the message 
that the search would be agreeable. 

He also pointed out that JOSEPH would like to have it arranged 
that the search would be handled at an agreeable time and in such a manner 
that the neighbors would not know about it. The SAC advised Mr. HAMILTON 
that we would males the arrangements for the search with JOSEPH GOLD directly. 

On the morning of June 2, 1950 , the writer attempted to reach JOSEPH 
GOLD by telephone, without success. As it turned out, JOSEPH was at the time 
in conference with HAMILTON. 

About 12:30 PM a phone call was put through to JOSEPH GOLD. lie 
agreed to the search, and it was arranged that agents would call on him about 
2:00 PI,! to commence the search. It was pointed out that it was likely that 
it would run over to the following day because of the volume that had to be 
examined. It was agreed that JOSEPH or a member of the family would remain 
at the house during all the time that the agents were present. JOSEPH re- 
quested, and it was agreed, that the agents, after taking what they needed, 
put other things bad; and would not upset the entire house. 


Agents C AURIC and PETT wore selected to make the search. They 
were instructed by the writer that they should obtain at the outset a signed 
waiver of search warrant from JOSEPH GOLD, and that they were to conduct 
themselves in such a manner that they did notliing to incur the animosity 
of the family, since it was essential that HARRY GOLD remain in a cooperative 
frame of tnind. Before they departed they were told of the arrangements that 
had been made with JOSEPH GOLD relating to the search itself. They were 
briefed by Agents MILLER and BREHHAN on the background of the various offenses 
in which HARRY GOLD has been involved, and were furnished with the names of 
the people vrith whom he was implicated.

On Jtine 2, 1950, the writer interviewed Dr. HARRY A. 
ALSENTZER, Professor of Chemistry, University of Pennsylvania, and former 
instructor of subject. ALSENTZER advised that he first became acquainted 
with GOID in the fall of 1930. At this time GOLD was introduced to him 
through Miss CATHERINE 8RAUNGARD, a mutual friend of his and GOID. 

According to ALSENTZER, Miss BRAWGARD interceded for GOLD 
through her personal friend. Dr. SCHINN, Head of the Chemistry Department 
at that time, to get GOLD enrolled in the University of Pennsylvania School 
of Chemistry. ALSENTZER advised that Dr. SCHINN is now deceased. 

Dr. ALSENTZER was unable to furnish any pertinent infonnation 
concerning the subject. He advised that GOLD was below average as a 
student and that prior to reading the story in the newspaper, he had not 
heard from GOLD since having him in hiB class..,, .. 

ALSENTZER stated that since 1930 Miss BRAUNGARD married a 
Dr. HAROLD JAMES READ. ALSENTZER made a check of the department records 
and reported these records reflected READ’S last address as 124 North 
Patterson Street, State College, Pennsylvania. His occupation was listed 
as Associate Professor of Metallurgy, School of Mineral Industry, Penn 
State College. 

A check of the indices of this office revealed no record on 
either CATHERINE BRAUNS ARD READ or her husband, HAROLD JAMES READ. 

It is recommended that an Agent interview Mrs. READ relative 
to any knowledge she may have concerning the subject.

Dr, B, D. POLIS, 31*25 Powelton Avenue, Philadelphia, telephone 
EV 921*2, was interviewed at his place of employment, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Eastern Regional Research Laboratory, Mermaid Lane 
and Ardmore Avenue, Wyndmoor, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. Dr. POLIS advised 
that he i3 a Bio-Chemist and that, prior to entering on his employment with 
the Department of Agriculture, he was employed for a number of years at the 
Philadelphia General Hospital. 

He said that he does not recall when he first met GOLD but believes 
it was approximately two years ago when they were both working in the 
Laboratory. He said that he became well acquainted with GOLD and that 
GOLD visited his home several times but came only with the Research Groups 
from the Coma Research Laboratory of the Heart Research Laboratory. POLIS 
said that on one occasion he invited GOLD to his home for dinner because 
GOLD had expressed an interest in the POLIS phonograph record collection. 

POLIS said that at that time he also invited a Miss EDITH ERICKSON, who was 
employed at the Coma Research Laboratory. He said that GOLD was unable to 
keep the engagement because of experiments he was conducting. He said that, 
aside from- this time, GOLD was only invited to his home when the group was 
invited. POLIS said that Miss ERICKSON did not know GOLD personally, 

POLIS said he did not know of any other friends, male or female, who were 
socially associated with GOLD. POLIS said that GOLD was extremely well 
liked by everyone at the hospital but he did not appear to have any close 
pal* He considered himself to be a good friend of GOLD but was never in 
GOLD'S home and at no time did he ever discuss any matters with GOLD 
aside from research matters. He said that he had on occasion told GOLD 
that he had a girl he would like to introduce to him and GOLD requested 
that he did not make the introduction. He did not consider GOLD to be a 
woman hater and stated GOLD was always kind and considerate to the women he 
met and with whom he worked in the Laboratory and apparently was not interested 
in dating any one. POLIS said that, with one exception, be never knew of 
any girls GOLD went out with. He recalled that there was a party at the home 
of GEORGE CLOUGH, who at that time was employed in the Laboratory of the 
Philadelphia General Hospital and who is presently employed at the Cancer 
Research Institute in Philadelphia* He said that on this occasion GOID

took one of the girls home from the party, POLIS said he was not able 
to recall this girl's name but CLOUGH might be able to, PDLIS was 
emphatic in stating that he believed GOLD did not date this girl any other 
times. 


POLIS recalled that one of the occasions when GOLD came to his 
hone was at the tine the Coma Research Group held a farewell party for 
NAN SERPIGO, who was Secretary to the Coma Project as well as being 
Secretary for GOLD when he needed one. 

POLIS said the only interests, aside from bis research work, 
that GOLD had were in music and he had a standing invitation to visit 
the POLIS home and hear the new phonograph and the record collection 
which they had but GOLD was never able to make the visit. He said that 
GOLD had never discussed making any trips to the West and as far as he 
knew conversations GOLD had with him GOLD had never been in the West. 

He stated GOLD spoke of requent trips to New Tork but his understanding 
was that GOLD was taking his father to New Tork on week-ends. 

POLIS described GOLD as a very timid individual who was fearful 
of making a request from his own Project Director and asked POLIS to 
request that the experiments be slowed down until GOLD was able to 
catch up.

Mr. CARL HENNRICH of the Bureau called 10.35 a.m., 6/2/50, and asked the status 
of the matter involving HARKT GOLD. I advised him that JOHN D. M. HAMILTON, the 
attorney for GOLD, had contacted JOSEPH GOLD and had called last night and stated 
it would he satisfactory for a search to be conducted and arrangements could be 
made with JOSEPH GOLD relative to the time; that as soon as these arrangements 
could he made the search would proceed*

He asked if we had a photograph of BLACK. I told him we had none, but that Newark 
had been requested to get one, and that every effort would be made to obtain a 
photograph during the surveillance presently being conducted of BLACK, Mr. HENN- 
RICH stated that the Bureau will have WHITAKER CHAMBERS interviewed and will need 
a photograph of BUCK to shew to CHAMBERS. I told Mr. HENNRICH Newark had been 
requested to obtain a photograph of BLACK and forward it to New York and to this 
office, but that I would call Newark and have photographs forwarded to the Bureau, 
New York, Baltimore, and this office. He asked that the Bureau be advised if these 
photographs were obtained or were not obtained. I told him Baltimore was being 
furnished with the information relative to CHAMBERS and was being requested to 
interview CHAMBERS, but to hold interview in abeyance until photographs of BLACK 
were received. 


Mr. HENNRICH asked if PAUL SMITH had been identified and was advised that the 
only thing we had on PAUL SMITH was a lead to interested offices to send photo- 
graphs; that PAUL SMITH presumably left the United States, according to GOLD; 
and that GOLD recalled something about Germany and believes he may have gone to 
Germaxy. 


Mr. HENNRICH asked if leads had been set out on HOWARD GOCHENAUR in order to get 
him identified and located. I told him a teletype had been sent to Pittsburg 
to locate him, to set out the necessary leads in the event he could not be located, 
and to advise the Bureau in either event. 


Mr. HENNRICH asked if Albuquerque had been furnished with the information de- 
veloped. He^was told that they had received a preliminary teletype and had been 
requested to' get a map, but that today a teletype would go out— in fact, was going 
out— requesting the taking of motion pictures of certain houses and areas and 
that they be forwarded immediately. Mr. HENNRICH instructed that Albuquerque 
be called and advised to handle the matter of getting movies and the house iden- 
tified immediately. I told him, too, that we would endeavor to get photographs 
of BLACK during the surveillance.

Ob June 13, 1944, •ettlement for thie property located at 2683 
Kendrick Street, Philadelphia waa held at the Wyoming National Bank 
Building, located at Fifth and Wyoming Streeto, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. At that time GOLD was required to have available 
for settlement $1159.57. GOLD surrendered to the bank cash in the 
amount of $219-57, and furnished a draft in the amount of $900, 
which draft was on the Girard Trust Company, drawn against his account „ 
with the Philadelphia Saving Fund Sooiety, 12th and Market Streets, 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania.

He stated further there will be a release from the Bureau) that there is to be 
no comment on the case from Philadelphia or New Torkj that no photographs are to 
be given out unless we hear from the Bureau to that effect. 

He instructed that I call Judge McGRANERT before he leaves the first number if 
possible 'and to be in position to take GOLD before the Judge and to be sure that 
a log was kept of the developments until GOLD waa taken into custody ty the 
Marshal. \ 


Ur. BELMONT stated he would advise this office when the warrant was out, and the 
arrest was to be made then) that GOLD was to be told that the facts of the case 
have been presented to the Department of Justice and that prosecution has been 
authorized under Conspiracy to Violate the Espionage Statute* 

At 9 p.m., I talked to Judge McGRANERT at the Sacred Heart Convent, Philadelphia, 
and he asked that an Agent call for him there and drive him down to the office 
since his car was unavailable. He stated he would proceed to his chambers, and 
I advised him that subject GOLD would be brought there.

On June 2, 1950, the writer Interviewed MR. CHARLES V. BERG, owner of the 
CHARLES W. BERG Leboratorlee , 1827 North 5th Street, Philadelphia, Pa., rela- 
tive to hie knowledge of KARRI GOLD. 


MR. BERG, it should be pointed out, ie an ill man suffering from a heart disease 
and under doctor's ears at the present tine. Any contact of BERG ehould be made 
f . - through the writer, as contact of unnecessary nature may excite MR. BERG and 
eause physical collapse. 

The interview of MR. BERG was conducted away from the BERG Laboratories to 
forestall ths undue interest of employees and conversations at the Laboratories 
in ths above case. 

MR. BERG is exceedingly cooperative, but insisted that he did not want BLACK 
as an employee, expressing the desire to "firs" BLACK ismedlately, if BUCK was 
Involved in any activities with GOLD. BERG pointed out that he was the fourth 
generation of his family in the United States and considered himself a loyal 
American and did not want his family reputation or the reputation of his busi- 
ness to be Injured in any way by activities of an employee. The writer explained 
that the Bureau's Interest at this time was In the GOLD case, and In the process 
of Investigation necessarily must Interview and in some cases investigate the 
activities of GOLD'S associates j and that this was the prime consideration that 
the FBI had in activities of MR. BUCK. The writer pointed out that the Bureau 
would in all probability conduct an investigation of the background and acti- 
vities of the above subject in view of his long association and acquaintance 
with HARRT GOLD. It this explanation, MR. BERG appeared to be relieved and 
again expressed the deaire to assist in every way. 

Ths writer then requested background information concerning BUCK and was prodded 
with the following information by BERG, the Utter depending entirely upon his 
memory, inasmuch as employment files were not av&lUble at the time of the inter- 
view* 

BERG advised that BUCK was born in Pennsylvania, attending Pennsylvania Stats 
College, and graduating in approximately 1930. He stated that BUCK had bean 
’employed by the Holbrook Manufacturing Company, a New Jersey concern, with 
offices In Jersey City, N.J., manufacturers of soaps and similar material*

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BStO stated that BLACK was a chemist at that concern In about 1933 and then 
became employed by Fine Organic# of Lodi, N.J. BERG stated that the sub- 
ject** employment with Pine Organics was believed to extend from 1933 to 
1943* BERG advised that BLACK had also served as consulting ohealet for 
other concerns} however, he was unable to recall the details of such em- 
ployment excepting for Union Bag and Paper Company. BERG did not know that 
the subject had conducted researoh for the latter company in Philadelphia 
or New Jersey} however, he pointed out that the Union Bag and Paper Company 
was a nation-wide oonc era with facilities in numerous cities throughout the 
United States. 

BERG pointed out that ERNEST SAGESAMEN or SAGESMEN, a partner-owner of the 
Pine Organics Company, was a personal friend of BLACK. BERG stated this 
friendship extended back to approximately 1930 and that BLACK, in 1945* 

1946, and 1947 had made weekend trips to New Jersey to stay with SAGESAMEN. 
BERG adviced that these visits had become less frequent in the past year 
or so} however, the friendship still existed* 

BERG advised that BLACK was referred to as "Doc* by fellow employees of the 
BERG Laboratories and other associates, although BLACK did not havo a Doctors 
Degree. In spite of the lack of formal education, BLACK Is considered by 
BERG to be one of the most oapable chemists in the United States. He advised 
that BLACK was instrumental in developing mass production methods in the 
production of penicillin. BLACK developed the eucceesful home permanent, now 
known as "Toni". He was also instrumental in developing other national known 
productions and in each instance received little or no remuneration* BERG 
advised that BLACK was currently receiving $60.00 a week aa payment for his 
servloes in the BERG Laboratories, although in actuality it was worth three 
or four times this amount. He pointed out that BLACK had absolutely no 
"business sense" and would spend hours of over-time through nights develop- 
ing particular processes or planning a new chemical operation. BERG advised 
that he had provided bonuses of $100, $200 or $300 on a fsw occasions for 
BLACK*S development of some particular process or progress along a certain 
lino* However, each of these bonuses would be reflected In the business 
records of the BERG Laboratories* 

It Is recommended a lead be set out, to be held in abeyance, however, until 
interviews of BLACK are started, to review the financial records of BERG 
Laboratories, to determine the exaot dates and amounts of thsss bonuses. 

BERG stated that BLACK has and currently holds a lease on an apartment in 
S development believed to be in Newark, N.J., which BLACK, in turn, has sublet 




to an unknown person. BERG waa unable to recall apeoifioally the nano 
of the apartment or address j however, would provide it ahouldthe name 
cone to hi* attention. He did indicate that thia development or project 
wao comparatively new and waa aet up by a can* large life insurance company. 

BERO etated that the aubjeot had an uncanny knack of oonveraing with 
chemists from other concern* and securing infonnation of recent develop- 
■ento in ohemioal line* then In progrea* in companies concerned. BSRG 
•tated he never used any of the information obtained by BLACK beoauoe 
he felt it wee unethical and would be a blemleh on hi* concern. Further 
he had at the time no need for auch information. He pointed out that 
BLACK spent coneiderable time at the Franklin Institute reviewing and 
Studying recent chemical development ■ and also etudied patent develop- 
ment#, eecuring all infonnation submitted to the United State* Government 
Patent Office for perusal and apparent general information. BLACK, a* 
formerly atated, received no extensive formal education} however, he 
devoted considerable time to etudy of current development* in ohemlstry 
and machine construction. BUCK took a course in machine design (BERG waa 
unable to recall the school or the exact period) for the purpose of being 
in a, position to develop and build himself equipment to be used in the 
Laboratories and to have a better understanding of the mechanical develop- 
ment, as well as ohemical development, of equipment. 

BERG advised that for approximately a year BUCK resided with HAMIT GOLD, 
but on the death of HARRY GOLD’S mother, housekeeping became a ohore and 
GOLD desired that BUCK find residence elsewhere. As a result, BUCK took 
up residence with an aunt or other relative of GOLD in the Philadelphia 
area. BERG was unable to provide the exaot address of each of the two 
Instance*, but stated that he would provide thia information if it were 
available In his files. 

In 194# BERG recall* that an individual known as SROTHMAN, whose name waa 
publicised in connection with investigation# of the FBI, had asked TOM 
BUCK to sieet an Amtorg representative in New York. BERG stated that 
BUCK h/d been offered by Amtorg a position as a chemist for some firm in 
Russia, which would require that BUCK proceed to Russia possibly for a 
number of yeara. BERO advised that he took BUCK to the North Philadelphia 
Station, and due to BUCK’S carelessness or thoughtlessness did not take an 
overcoat or rainooat. As a result, BERO offered his own coat for the use 
of BUCK whilo on this trip. BERG stated that BUCK left on ono day, went 
to Now York, and returned the next day. On return, BUCK reported that ho 
did not accept the poaition offered by the Amtorg representative in that 
ho waa afraid that if h# went to Russia and stayed for a few months they 
" would not lot him return to the United State*.

Tbs writer will obtain frost MR. BERO information that appears in the employ- 
sent records of the CHARLES V* BERO Laboratories* 

As pointed out previously, in ay memorandum concerning the Interview of 
BLACK, GOLD and MORRELL D0UGH3UT in 1945 placed an advertisement in the 
newspapers, offering their services as consulting chemists* BERG advised 
that when he observed this ad, he contacted GOLD and DOUGHERTT and found 
that they were interested in part-time employment only, ae consulting 
chemists* BERG’S requirements at that time were of a full-time nature, 
so he declined to employ GOLD or DOUGHERTT. However, GOLD and DOUGHERTT 
suggested that THOMAS BLACK, unknown to BERG at the time, would be a man 
ideally trained for the situation. As a result of this information, BUCK 
was contacted by BERG and after some consultation was hired as consulting . 
chemist for ths BERG Laboratories. BERO was unable to provide the exaot 
dates of these interviews, but placed them approximately mid-1945* 31nce 
that t’"- BERG has met GOLD on a few occasions, generally accompanied by 
HUCK. A year or two ago BERG suffered physical illness in the nature of 
a heart ailment, and having learned through BUCK that GOLD was doing research 
work in heart diseases at the Philadelphia Hospital, made the request of 
BUCK to obtain the advice and information that GOLD might have. 

BERO etated that while resting and recuperating from the recent heart attack 
at his Atlantic City residence, both BUCK and GOLD made an appearance and 
•tayed for a ooneiderable time. GOLD was unable to provide any specific 
assistance for BERG»S ailment, and was very vague in statements relative to 
his employment and his research work which disappointed BERG. Since this 
time BERG has seen very little of GOLD, but has heard BLACK mention him on . 
g*ny ocoasions. BERG was unable to provide further information relative to 
HARRY GOLD. . 1 . 

BERO reported that when the new* of GOLD’S arrest appeared in the local 
newspapers, he asked BLACK what he thought of GOLD. BUCK said that GOLD 
■net have been a Mope" and "exceedingly dumb." BERG advised that BUCK 
seemed surprised at the arrest of GOLD and somewhat nervous. BERG attrib- 
uted this nervousness to ths faot that ELACK was antlclpstlng Interview* 
by the FBI as a result of his long association with HARRX GOLD. BERG etated 
that the GOLD oase was not discusacd to a great extend, and that HUCK has 
not brought up the subject since that time. 
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On 5/31/50, the writer interviewed the above subject in connection with the 
HARRT GOLD case. The interview w&e conducted In the waiting room of the CHARLES 
V. BERG Laboratories, 1827 North 5th Street, Philadelphia, Pa. 

At the tine of the interview, THOMAS L. BUCK appeared to be very nervous, and 
appeared to be a chain smoker. 

BLACK began the interview by pointing out to the writer that he (BUCK) had been 
a member of the Conmunist party from 1933 to approximately 1936, BUCK being 
very indefinite as to the date of hie alleged "dropping out of the Party." BUCK 
advised that his CP aotivity was restricted to Jersey City, N.J., where he was a 
member of one of the three sections of the Communist Party in that eity. BUCK 
stated that he knew of approximately sixty members of the Communist Party} how- 
ever many of them were known by fictitious names* BLACK volunteered to provide 
answers to any specific questions the FBI might have concerning CP members or 
CP activities of the pertinent period. Thie information volunteered by BLACK 
was not solicited by the writer. 

In addition to the above, BUCK stated that he was a member of the Party in what 
was known as the Journal Square area of Jersey City, and that he dropped out of 
the Party because of the "Moscow trials and purge". He stated he was not in 
sympathy with the Russian treatment of Party members and has since become what 
he termed an "eneny of the Party". 

Throughout the interview and questioning of BUCK concerning his knowledge of 
GOLD'S activities, it was noted that the above subject exhibited considerable 
knowledge of more current activities of the Coanunist Party in the United States. 
The writer did not question BUCK concerning CP activities in detail in view of: 
the fact the interview wae specifically concerning aotivitie* of HARRY GOLD. 

BUCK further advised that he had become acquainted with HARRY GOLD in 1933, at. 
which time GOLD became employed by the Holbrook Manufacturing Company of Jersey ; 
City, N.J.f assuming the position which had been held by BLACK. The latter 1 
individual instructed GOLD in hie duties at Holbrook for a "break-in period" of 
approximately two months. BLACK then assumed a position with the National Oil 

Products Company. He stated that at times he held positions with two or three ( 
companies as a consulting chemist, and explained that he might be employed one ! 
or two days a week with one concern, and a day or eo with another concern, com- 
muting between companies.

In about June of 1945# BLACK advised th*t he took up dutiea a* a consult- 
ing chemist with the BERG Laboratories in Philadelphia as a result of an 
Introduction to MR. CHARLES Vf. BERG, made through HARRY GOLD. BLACK ad- • 
vised that in the summer of 1945* HARRY GOLD and MORRELL DOUGHERTY had 
placed an advertisement In newspapers requesting employment aa consultant 
chemists. MR. BERG answered the ad and found that GOLD and DOUGHERTY 
wanted part-time employment j however, BERG himself desired a full-time 
employee. GOLD and DOUGHERTY then mentioned to BERG that they knew of A 
man who could fill the position at BERG Laboratories, and- subsequently- 
introduced the above subject to MR. BERG. BLACK stated that he has bsen 
employed from 1945 to date by the CHARLES W. BERG Laboratories as Chief 
Chesdsr of the Laboratories. He advised that the 22=5 Laboratories dealt 
in detergents and oils used in the textile and leather business in Phila- 
delphia. 

BLACK advised that he had moved considerably since hie arrival in Philadel- 
* phia, pointing out that the first year or so of employment with BERG he had 
resided in Jersey City and commuted to Philadelphia, and subsequently took 
' up residence in the Philadelphia area. No attempt was made to secure the 
post addresses of BLACK at this timej however, the subject pointed out he 
had recently moved to 1929 North 6th Street, Philadelphia, a rooming houae. 
BLACK stated that he was single and had moved from rooming house to rooming 
house in an effort to locate suitable quarters near his place of employment.

Judge McGRANERY called 5/31/50 in t,te late afternoon and informed me that HARRY 
GOLD had been brought to his chambers in accordance with his instructions by the 
Marshal and that he, Judge JlcGRAMERY, had given a statement to the newspapers 
which summed up generally the whole matter; that he had told them that GOLD C.^me 
before him as a result of a telephone conversation between Dr. BALDI, warden of 
HoWeburg Prison, and the Judge, in which GOLD was reported as wanting to see 
the Judge; that GOLD, when brought before Judge UcGRANZHY, had told him that he 
wanted counsel appointed with the following specifications t 


1. That he wanted counsel to be of such a character as to be above reproach 

and one who would have the confidence of the people, the newspapers, and the 
court; , - / . 

2* That his funds were depleted, he had less than 0200 in cash and a dubious 
claim against a former employer in New York, and he did not want to burden 
his family; • 

3. That he wanted to and would insist upon continuing to cooperate and to give 
statements, to the FBI. 


Judge HcGRANETCY stated that he informed GOLD that the gravity of the charge was 
such and other circumstances such that he could not assure that whoever was ap- 
pointed would continue at the trial of the case, but that he would appoint the 
best counsel available. The Judge advised GOLD that he would have an attorney 
at his office tomorrow afternoon, June 1st, at which time GOLD could confer with 
him. Judge McGRAtJERY advised me that he would call me after the lawyer conferred 
with GOLD and suggested I come to his office as he had matters to discuss with 
me and also he would like me to meet the counsel. He said he was going to talk 
to JOSEPH W.- HENDERSON, the attorney whom he had in mind, pointing out that HENDERSON 
was of fine character and was former president of the American Bar Association 
and the attorney whom he. Judge McGRANTHY, would have for his personal attorney 
in any matter in which he was involved. 


judge HcGRAflERr stated that he had called USA GLEES0N out of courtesy to advise 
him of the hearing and that if he wanted to be there it was all right with the 
•Judge. According to Judge McGRANEHY, GLEES0N asked him if the Judge felt he 
should be there; and the Judge told him no. GLEiSOU then said he thought the 
Judge should Instruct him to bo there. The Judge said no, ho would issue no such 
instructions and that GLEES0U could stay away and forget the whole thing. According 
to Judge HcGRAHERY, OLKESON then said that they had a now technique here and that 
if the complaint was filed at a point less than 100 miles from Philadelphia the , 
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subject could be removed without removal proceedings and that they were going to 
do that in this instance* The Judge advised GLEESON that he was not going to 
have him removed without removal proceedings; that this was too important a case 
to take any chances, etc. He stated that GLEESCH said he had been in touch with 
someone in the Department and that this was the procedure they were going to 
follow. The Judge pointed out to him that this was not going to be the case. They 
trero going to have removal proceedings. The Judge stated further to me that he 
was in control of the situation; that GOID could not be removed without going 
through him, and he was going to make certain there was no possibility of anything 
going wrong in this matter. 


This information was conveyed to Mr. BEIMOHT of the Bureau. 


Shortly thereafter STUART TAYLOR, City Editor of the Bulletin, called me and 
told me he thought I would be interested in something that had happened this after- 
noon. He stated GOLD had been brought before Judge McGRANERY and that five re- 
porters had been there and that following GOLD'S appearance before McGRANERY 
he had called the five rq>orters in his chambers and told them the reason that 
GOLD had been brought before him was because he wanted counsel appointed and that 
he had asked to talk to the Judge and so forth. Mr. TAYLOR advised that the 
UP did not have a reporter there at the time and that when UP heard that GOLD 
had been before the Judge and that the Judge had given statements to a nunber of . 
reporters a representative of UP called him and he gave UP a statement and in 
it stated that GOLD had told him he was going to plead guilty. Mr. TAYLOR saw 
the UP memo coming across his desk and immediately assigned a reporter to call 
Judge McGRANEKT because of the importance of the statement. Judge McGRANERY 
verified it for the reporter and was asked why he did not tell the other reporters 
about this important development; and in response to that question, he stated 
he "guessed he just didn't know what was news."

I called Ur. HENNRICH of the Bureau and advised him of the receipt of a telephone 
/.ail from Mr. JOHN D. U. HAMILTON in which Mr. HAMILTON withdrew the request made 
in his letter of 6/5/50 and in turn substituted two requests* (1) that in the 
event any mention of motive or intent was made in a statanent it be shown to him 
before GO ID signed it* 

I told Mr. HENNRICH that we would, of course, honor that request and would take 
the matter up with the Bureau before ary statement or contemplated statement 
would be shown to Mr. HAMILTON# 

Ihe 2nd request was that he wanted to see that part of the statement of May 22nd 
which goes into intent and/or motive. I told Mr. HQINRICH that I had advised 
Mr. HAMILTON that that would of necessity be referred to the Department for a 
reply. Ur. HENNRICH stated he would take the matter up with the Department and 
would advise this office of the decision as soon as a reply was received, at 
which time Mr. HAMILTON should be advised. ^ 

I told Mr. HMHRICH that Mr. HAMILTON also desired to be advised of the identity 
of the attorney for the Government who was going to handle the hearing for the 
Government on June 12th in order that he could discuss with him general matters, 
stating that he thought he would be able to waive certain things which might 
simplify matters. Mr. HENNRICH stated he would take this up with the Department . 
and advise us so that we could in turn advise HAMILTON. 


I then told Mr. HENNRICH that it was the present plan of this office to prepare 
and transmit a teletype to the New York Office and the Bureau bringing up to date 
information received relative to the prosecution in the GOLD case involving FUCHS; 
that this teletype would be sent out tonight; that it t»uld be followed hy a 
report which should be out of this office, by tomorrow evening, 6/7/50; that the 
report would bring the entire matter up to date, incorporating all information 
received subsequent to the report of SA ROBERT G. JQJSSf, 5/31/50, Philadelphia. 

I asked Mr.’ HENNRICH if this report would be for dissemination to the USA and the 
Department, and he stated that it was being prepared for that purpose; that it 
would be given to the Department and to the USA. I then advised him that there 
were a couple of questions which should be answered* 


Whether information should be contained in a report relative to the identification 
of the motion pictures of SEfSJlN SS1EN0V and A. A. YAKOVLEV, pointing out that this 
would reveal techniques utilized by the New York Office in obtaining the photographs* 
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I alao pointed out that surveillance techniques, passwords, etc., used In meeting 
'-FUCHS would present a problem as to whether they should be incorporated in a 
report* ICr* HENNRICH stated that this information should be incorporated in 
report and that the Bureau's attention should be called to the Tact that it 
was in the report; that a copy of the letter should go to New York with New York's 
copy of the report reflecting that New York should withhold sending report to 
USA, until instructed to do so by the Bureau. He stated that upon arrival in 
the Bureau the Bureau would make a decision as to whether the report should be 
sent to the Department in that form or as to whether the information would have 
to be deited.

her to have MSSLANNING contact the FBI before the Agents found out that 
she had been keeping conpaxy with the Subject* 


Continuing, MISS UWINO stated that she had net GOLD while 
employed at the PHILADELPHIA GENERAL HOSPITAL as a Junior biochemist 
in approximately September, I?2i8» MISS IANNING indicated that she had 
first dated GO ID in August, 19h8, and kept company with him approxi- 
mately one or two times a month until August, 19U9* In August, 19h9» r l 
GOLD asked' MISS LANNINO if she would marry him, which proposal she de- | 
dined. After this refusal, GOLD continued to telephone MESS LANNINO, 
but she would not go out with him. In September, 19h9, she met GOLD 
at a meeting of the AMERICAN CHEMICAL SOCIETY held at Atlantic City, 

New Jersey. After this meeting, GOLD still persisted in telephoning 
her up until the time the FUCHS case broke in February, 1950* At 
about this time, GOID had telephoned MISS LANNINO and told her that 
ehe was probably right and that it would be best that he follow her 
desires and not attempt to see her again. According to MISS LANNINO, 
the FUCHS case, to her knowledge, had no bearing whatsoever on GOLD'S 
-■ following her wishes that he not bother her again. After this episode, 
MISS LANNINO recalls seeing GOLD on only one other occas ion, and that

'Continuing, MISS IANNING stated that between the months, of 
January and August, 19b9, GOLD had told her that he was going to NYC 
to see a party hamed (ABRAHAM} BROTHMAN who owed him some money.' MIS S 
LANNINO re'caL led that GOLD had told her on two or three ocasiona, exact 
dates not recalled, that he was going to NYC in an attempt to collect 
this money. MISS IANNING stated that she believed that one of these

MISS LANNINO also recalled that 00ID had held some type of 
position In NYC before coming to the PHILADELPHIA GENERAL HOSPITAL, 
but she was unable to say what this position was or what conpary 
GOLD had been associated with in that state# MISS IANNING stated that 
GOLD had Indicated to her that he had left his position in NY because 
he had been cheated in some way or another. 


- ■ •*' - MESS LANNINO also advised that Subject was on extremely 
friendly terms with (MORRELL) DOUOHEJtTT, and from the references that

Continuing, MISS LANNINO stated that (ABRAHAM) BROTHMAN 
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and GOLD were also extremely friendly. Inasmuch as they had developed 

some type of remanent wave fluid for a person named STANTON, who 

lives In an apartment near Washington I*ne and Morton Street, German- 
town, Philadelphia. The only other information MISS LANNDG could 
furnish concerning STANTON was that he was a manufacturer with a fac- 
tory in Roxborough, Pennsylvania, where he was engagedin the manufac- 
ture of the permanent wave fluid developed ty B ROTHMAN and GOLD* 

The only other associate of GOLD recalled by MISS LAN NIN3 

was a cripple by the name of FLOYD , described as a chemist, 

age 35 to hO, who formerly worked at the PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR REFINING 
COMPANY with GOLD, and rtio is now connected with the LANKENAU RES- 
EARCH LABORATORY, Fox Chase, Pa. JOSS LANNINO stated that she was 
introduced to FLOYD at the AMERICAN CHEMICAL SOCIETY'S meeting in 
Atlantic City, Kerr Jersey, in September, 194?* 



*" " ■ 'In the way of Airther background on GOLD, MESLANNINO 

stated that he had told her that he had been engaged to a Philadel- 
phia -girl who was employed as a dancer while he attended XAVIER UNI- 
VERSITY. GOLD told MISS LANNINO that on his return from XAVIER UNI- 
VERSITY, the girl had married and this had made him somewhat bitter 
and in MISS LANNING'S opinion, was probably responsible for the fact 
that GOD has not married.

I called Mr. GLEESON. He reiterated the part of the memorandum dictated 
by Nr. HINZE relative to the fact that the warrant was issued to a 
SA of the FBI* He stated the copy of warrant had been received by 
him and sent to the United States Marshal and that hie Deputy Marshal 
had served it and made a return on it. 

I pointed out to him that the arrest had been made by a SA on Kay 23 
and that therefore the return should be made by the Agent on the warrant 
and not by the Deputy Marshal and it appeared that the Deputy Marshal 
had made the return on the warrant which should have been made by a SA* 
He stated this was correct and that in his opinion the Deputy Marshal 
should not have made the return. He stated however, that this was of 
no consequence and that it would only be necessary in his opinion for 
an agent to get the warrant and to make his return on it, that it did 
not make ary difference how, nary false returns on the warrant as long as 
the correct one was there. I told him that I thought the original 
warrant was in New Tork and asked if it would not be satisfactory and 
entirely proper for the Special Agent to make the return on the original 
warrant. He stated this would be entirely satisfactory and the copy of 
the warrant could be forgotten since it meant nothing. 

I checked with Supervisor GRANVILLE in New York and asked about the 
original warrant. He stated it was in the New York Office and I 
suggested that he forward it to Philadelphia so that the return could be 
made on it by Agent MILLER. He stated this would be done.

Mr. JOHN D. M. HAMILTON, attorns for GOLD, was contacted by me on the telephone 
in accordance with Bureau instructions and was advised that we would be very 
glad to make copies of all statements taken from GOLD available for his perusal, 
and an appointment was made for later in the morning of 6/9/50 • 

Mr. HAMILTON called at the office at 11.30 a.m. He examined a copy of the 
statement obtained from GOLD and dated 5/22/50 and made notes of the information 
appearing therein relating to motive. He declined to examine the other statements, 
stating that he wanted to reserve freedom to act in any manner he saw fit based 
upon information not obtained from the statements and, therefore, did not care 
to examine them. 

He advised that he had talked to GOLD for six hours on 6/6/50 and GOLD had given 
him a complete stoiy, which he had taken down on a sound-scriber machine. He stated 
that ho did not plan on having the sound-scriber records transcribed, but would 
plan on making them available to this office with OOID's consent. 

Mr. HAMILTON pointed out that he had conferred with USA GLEESON on this matter 
this morning and that he was particularly interested in keeping the defense in 
this case on a’ high plane and handling it in such a manner as to offset the 
criticism of the court and the bar which ensued from the handling by the defense 
lawyers of the OOPLON case and the trial of the 11 Communist leaders in Mew lork. 

He stated, however, that although this was the objective he would endeavor to 
the best of his ability to handle it on this basis. He felt that the Government 
should not be unreasonable in this case with respect to taking GOLD out of this 
jurisdiction at this time. He stated he was going to ask the Judge to give him 
more time to examine the indictment and conduct necessary investigation and that 
if the Government granted his request then he had no concern and everything would 
be fine; but that he understood that the Department w a s going to object to GOLD 
being kept in Philadelphia and was going to try to get him removed to New fork 
Monday; that if this was the case he was going to fight it. 

He advised that (1) he doesn't want GOLD taken out cf Philadelphia when he has 
not Fat seen the indictment and has a lot of work to do in Philadelphia on the 
case; (2) he wants the time to study the matter to consider filing an application 
•under Rule 20, which provides that a man can plead guilty and be sentenced in this 
district. He pointed out that if he had to put character witnesses on the stand 
prior to the sentence of GOLD he will call same prominent people and that he 
doesn't want to have to ask them to go to New fork to testify. He stated that he 
planned to see Mr. McINERNET of the Department on this matter as soon as possible.

I pointed out to Mr. HAMILTON that the FBI had nothing to do with scheduling the 
case, with the decision as to the removal of GOLD, and nothing to do with the 
decision as to whether he would be removed or remain here. He stated he realized 
this. He Just wanted us to know his position in this natter. He stated he had 
talked to USA GLEESON and GLEESON stated he would not object to the Judge holding 
00 ID in Philadelphia, but that he can/8e certain that some official of the Department 
will not contact him, and tell him wfiat to do, taking it out of his hands. 

I pointed out to Mr. HAMILTON that the present case involved only the GOLD-FUCHS 
transactions and that the information which GOLD had furnished him relative 
to other individuals might result in great harm to cases under investigation if 
it became known. I told him we, of course, could not tell him what to do, but that 
I did want him to knew that other individuals which he indicated previously had been 
mentioned by GOLD were presently under investigation and that it would be harmful 
if this information was to leak out.

On 5/31/50, the writer interviewed the above subject st the CHARLES W. BERG 
laboratories, 1827 North 5th Street, Philadelphia, Pa., and through oversight 
neglected to include in the above reference the following information: 

Near the close of the interview, BLACK Inquired as to *y personal belief or 
opinion as to a possible visit that he (BUCK) planned to make in the near 
future with JOSEPH and SAMUEL GOLD, brother and father, respectively, of HARRY 
GOLD. 


BLACK wanted to know if I believed such a visit was advisable in view of the 
current publicity concerning GOLD'S arrest. The writer told BUCK that such 
visits were of his own decision and that he had no opinion of such a visit. 

The writer explained to BUCK that as a representative of the PBI, no advice 
or counsel could, -of course, be provided, but due to his apparent long associ- 
ation with the GOLD family, there would appear to be little harm in visiting 
the COLps as he wlahed to express his regret of the activltiee of HARRY GOLD 
and subsequent publicity. 

Attention is directed to the signed statement obtained from HARRY GOLD on 6/5/50 
by SA T. SCOTT MILLER and SA RICHARD E. BRENNAN, which, in part, points out 
thst the above subject and HARRY GOLD had discussed the possibility of GOLD'S 
arrest.

, FRED HELLER, 7335 Palmetto Stroct, Philadelphia, was inter- 
viewed on June 6, 1950, and advised he worked for the FRANKLIN SUGAR 
COMPANY for several months during the early 1930's as a painter. He 
stated, however, that ho did not work for tho PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR COMPANY 
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and did not know HARIDf GOID or THOMAS L. BUCK. i 

The wives of HIED A. HELLER and HIED C. HELLER were contacted 
by telephone and it was ascertained that their husbands were not iden- 
tical with FRED HELLER formerly employed by the FEtlNSYLVANIA SUGAR - 
COMPANY. 


Numerous calls have been made to FRED HELX£R residing at 
23b Pine Street, Philadelphia* but no one has been located at that 
residence. 


The Suburban Telephone Directory was chocked bgr the writer 
and failed to reflect that there was an CHEMICAL AND PAINT 

COJ3PANY. It was noted, however, that there was listed an AMBLER 
lAJJORATCftliSS, 11 South Ridge Avenue, telephone Ambler 1027, and a 
CHE3HCAL CONCENTRATES CORPORATION, Summit Avenue and Fort Washington 
Avenue, telephone Anibler 186?. No chock was made with these conpanios 
to ascertain if HIED HELLER was employed by them.

The writer we® requested to determine the identity of the pharmacist (•) 
at the Cut Rate Drug Store, 2040 German twm Avenue, Philadelphia, and 
to ascertain the owner of the building located at that address* 

A personal sunreilanoe of the store at the above addreee conducted 
by the writer on June 7* 1950 indicated that the store Is owned and 
operated by BENJAMIN BERNARD CUIBSXI, aka CHINS KT. Registration 
oertifi oates of the Commonwealth of Penney lrania on display at 
CWDBKl'e drug store revealed that BERNARD CKHSEI is a registered 
pharmaoiet and is a graduate of the Pennsylvania College of 
Pharmacy. Another certificate on display in the aa me store reveals 
that there is another pharmacist named SAMTBL DAT ID CHINS Kl who 
presumedly also works at this store. 

Mr. JOSEPH PATRICK CAMPBELL, Postal Carrier, Badge Number 2325, advised 
the writer on June 7, 1950, that the store at 2040 Germantown Avenue 
is owned and operated by BENJAMIN B« CM ISSEY and his wife, IDA 
CHIBS EY. According to CAMPBELL, the CM INSET'S live above the store 
at 204tT Germantown Avenue, and 01 m and operate the lems laboratories. 
Incorporated, from their home. CAMPBELL said that he believed that 
the aforementioned laboratory was engaged in some type of researoh 
for the cure of rheumatism or arthritis* In conclusion, CAMPBELL 
stated that the only pharmacist he was acquainted with that worked 
at the drug store at 2040 Germantown Avenue was the wraer, BENJAMIN 
QUINS El. But there was a possibility that the person known as 
SAMUEL DAVID GMINSKI, who is oonneoted with the drug store in sane 
unknown manner, possible might be a pharmacist who helped BENJAMIN 
at the store at night*

lElS, PHILLIPS said that sho was employed at the fRANXLIN 
INSTITUTE LIBRARY from 1?U2 to April, 19l*8. During the period from 
about 191*1* to 191*6 sho observed HARRY GOLD to visit the library cm an 
average of about once a month. On many occasions, an individual whoso 
name she recalled as being DO'JGHITITY, came to the library with GOLD or 
mot him there*, She doscribod DOUGHERTY as being about 5» 7", sodium 
build, with curly, reddish blonde or sandy hair. According to MRS. 
PHILLIPS, both GOLD and DOUGHERTY had memberships entitling them to 
use the FRANKLIN INSTITUTE LIBRARY. During 191*6 and 191*7, GOLD did 
not visit .the library as frequently as in the past, because he was 
then employed in New York. To the best of MRS. PHILLIPS* recollec- 
tion, GOLD generally read books dealing with chemistry, but she could 
not remember the names of any specific books* She could not recall 
that GOLD had any photostats made, but assumed he did, since it was 
the practice of everyone to have photostats made of various material 
that they wore interested in. She said that GOLD would take books 
out quite frequently during the period he was in Now York and she 
would automatically re-charge them because he was unable to come to 
the library often enough to taka care of tho matter himself. 

She advised that during tho period that GOLD was apparently 
working in New York, DOUGHERTY came to the library on several occasions, 
but not nearly as frequently as In the past. She said that she' got 
to know. GOLD and DOUGHERTY fairly well and on several occasions, DOUGHERTY 
kidded her about sovcral little things. Sho stated GOLD always spoke 
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when he came 1 b, but generally was on the quiet side and did not have '■ 
ttiqh to say. I£tS. PHILLIPS received the impression that GOLD and 
DOUGH 5 'JJTjT worked together, although she could not recall that either 
one had stated this to be a fact* 

MRS. PlilLLirs said that she loft the FRANKLIN INSTITUTE 
LIBRARY in April, 191*8, and, to the best of her knowledge, could not 
recall seeing GOLD and DOUGHERTY in the Library during approximately 
the year preceding her leaving* She added that she has not seoa GOID 
or rOJGHEnn since she left the FRANKLIN INSTITUTE LIBRARY. 

I.1HS. PHILIIS said that she remembers THOMAS BLACK visiting 
the FRANKLIN INSTITUTE LIBRARY from about 191*6 to the tine sho loft 
in April of 19l*0. As best IffiS. PHILLIPS could recall, BLACK became 
a member of the FRANKLIN INSTITUTE about 191*6, or at least, that wa3 
approximately the first time sho could recall his coming into the 
Library, She stated she recalled him because he had black bushy hair 
and always smelled like chemicals and especially like Eels Naphtha 
soap. She indicated that BLACK was not too friendly, although he 
generally spoke to her. According to MRS. PHILLIPS, BLACK generally 
visited the Library about Once or twice a month at least, up until 
the time sho left in April, 191*8. She could not recall what type 
of literature BLACK read or remember if he had any literature or records 
photostated. 


MRS. PHILLIPS said that sho does not recall that GOLD or 
BLACK ever mot in the Library or in fact, that they even knew each 
other or were associated in any way. She could not recall that BLACK 
or DAUGHERTY ever mot in the Library or were acquainted with each 
other. She added, however, that it would be possible for someone to 
meet in the Latent Room, which is connected with the Library, without 
her being able to observe them, 

US. PHILLIPS could not recall if GOLD, BLACK or DOUGHERTY 
ever mot anyone else in the Library.

Dear Mr. Cornelius: 

This is to supplement my letter addressed to you on 
June 5th and to confirm our telephone conversation of today. 

At an interview with the defendant held yesterday at the Bolmes- 
burg prison I delivered to him a copy of my letter to you of 
the 5th. He was quite concerned that the purport of my letter 
would be taken as evidence of a lack of cooperation on his part. 

I explained to him that my interest as set forth in the original 
letter was not directed to any thought that he should withhold 
facts of the caae, but only that he should not in the use of ill-, 
advised or unfortunate language prejudice himself upon the ques- 
tion of intent or motive which in view of his continued determina- 
tion to plead quilty is the only matter left in this ease.

As a result of our conversation I am authorized by the 
defendant to state that he will continue to sign statements of 
fact as he has in the past during the remainder of your investiga- 
tion. In this connection I have, however, advised him that such 
statements should be solely factual in their content and should 
not seek to go to the intangibles which I have mentioned above. 

As I told you over the telephone, the defendant has advised me 
that of the many statements he has given he thinks the only one 
which involves any question of motive or intent was that of the 
afternoon of May 22nd. As I said over the telephone I should ap- 
preciate the privilege of seeing or being furnished with any lan- 
guage used by the defendant in that statement going to these sub- 
j.ct matters.

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The search was then terminated and the agents, with COLD, proceeded to the 
Philadelphia Office, arriving there at 11*20 Ail. 

GOLD was reminded by the agents that he did not have to aake any statement 
at all and that he could have the services of an attorney, if he so desired. 

The agents then began Questioning him concerning his activity in Soviet espionage 
and a statement was dictated by GOLD to Philadelphia stenographers KAROUKRITE 
HcUlKMIS, HART LUKEIiS awl EMILY CCRLESS. Then transcribed, GOLD read the 
statement and made corrections or alterations in hie own handwriting. On 
Kay 22, 1950, at fet05 PK, QOLD signed the original nine pages of the statement. 
Subsequently a tenth page was added to this statement at the request of OOLD. 

The statement obtained from OOLD is not being sot out in this neaarandua. 

Reference is merely being made thereto. 

Also, a duplicate receipt setting forth the items obtained from OCU) at his 
home was prepared and executed by OOLD and the agents, the original being 
fumisheQ to OOLD. 

A statement was prepared setting forth that OCLD would voluntarily remain 
with FBI agents in order to foeilitato his giving them the complete story of • 
his participation in Soviet espionage. This statement was signed by OOLD 
who stated that he wanted to tell the complete story to the agents. 

During the evening, OCLD’s brother, JOSEPH OOLD, appeared at the office in 
response to a telephone call HARRY OOLD made to him. The first thing that 
BARKY GOLD told his brother in the presence of agents ERENHAH and KILLER was - 
that he wanted his brother to know that he, HARRY, was the individual to whom p 
BE. KLAUS FUCHS gave the information on the atomic baoib. ■ r. 

In a subsequent conversation, the brother kept asking HARRY if it were not a 
mistake and whether HARRY actually knew the typo of information he was irons- • 
mitting, but HARRY kept advising hie brother that he knew what he was doing and 
that he was as deep In the matter as anyone could be. JOSEPH GOLD asked his 
brother if there was some possibility of it all being a mistake) of it being 
’someone else or a case of mistaken identity. HARRY OOLD advised his brother 
that although it might seem like a nightmare to hi® that there was no mistake - 
about it whatsoever, and that he was definitely guilty of committing the acts 
which he had described to Me brother.

HARRY GOLD advised his brother that he had voluntarily consented to Tawain 
with FBI agents until the complete story could be told by him concerning Wa 
association with the Russians.

S iSSd be treated while remaining with them. He told hit brother that ha 


was not, under arrest or In custody tut vae voluntarily remaining with the events 
in order to cooperate with the FBI in trying to identify the unknown men 
with whoa he had dealt* 

Much of the convcreation between the two brothers was apologies on lURET'a part 
for the disgrace he had brought upon the family name. Ho told his brother that 
for many years he had lived his life in euch a way eo as to keep from bis 
family and his dose friends hie activity with the Russians. He told his 
brother that he had never been paid for this work and that he had paid all of 
his expenses out of liie own pocket, and then asked hio brother, *thy do you 
think I was always Going in hock? - those were loans in order to carry on this 
work," 

tum told his brother that he realised the wrong be had done and the only 
tiling he could do waa to face what was coming to hist. He assured his brother 
he would do nothing rash, (he intimated suicide), to which his brother said, 

•Ho, you should not .do anything like that, you should face it like a nan." 

JCSEi H OOLD asked the agents if there was anything he could do to help In the 
matter or assist the FBI and wanted to know if the agents desired to search Ms 
home, tie also advised the agents and HARRY that he was worried about the status 
of his position at the Naval Supply Depot because of the reflection that would 
be cast on him because of HARRY’S implication In a matter pertaining to national 
security. HARRY told JOSE 11 that he realised what he had done would not only 
oast a shadow upon his brother and father but also upon his close and intimate 
friends, all of whom are innocent so far ae he is concerned of being Involved 
In his own activities in espionage. 

Shortly after JOSEPH HOLD left HARRY, ROBERT HEINEIANN viewed HARRY OOLD through 
a two-way mirror for several minutes while Agents BRENNAN and JENSEN wore in 
the same room with COLD, UE1NEKANN pointed to COLD and stated that while OOLD 
bore some of the characteristics of a man who called on him st the HEIKEUHN 
hono in 1?L6 he did not think that OOLD was identical with this man. 

Shortly thereafter, HEIimiffl was taken into the tool', where the interview was 
* being oonductod at which time Agents BRENNAN, KILLER and JENSEN wero present. * 
HEINU5ANN was Introduced under the nemo of GORDON and QGLD waa Introduced under 
the nans of RAYV.OhD, which namo he said ho used when contacting the HEEJELAHU - 
harm, at which time ho talked with Ur, JJE1NEKAHN, It was suggested that tho 
two men might havo eccmthing to talk shout. OOLD stood up and locked at 
HEINEKANN and stated that he thought that ItEINEKAKN was the man he vioited in 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, some years ago. At this HEIND'ANN became frightened, . 
began trembling and was obviously at a high emotional pitch, and said that he ^ 
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did not know* HEDUasANN aaid, "No - I don't know you." 

After HEBJEkANN left the room, GOLD stated, "That was Mr. HEXNEWANS *U ri£htl 
Shy do you suppose he aald that he had never seen me? fie doe* look a little 
different than he did when 1 saw him. Bo has apparently lost quite a hit of 
hair# but nevertheless it was HE1NEUIKN all right. 1 don't recall knowing 
at the tine that HEINEiiANN was so effeminate." 

During the tine that HEINEUANN was in the room with GOLD# and particularly when 
GOLD eaid that he had eeen HEBJEkANN before and stated where, HEIMEl'AKH gave 
the definite impression of being visibly shaken and had to ait down for a 
few seconds immediately after GOLD'S statement. 

It should be stated that after KEINEKAKN left the roam, he advised Ska WILKE, 

£. S. GORDON and HEIKEDANN's attorney 1AJKJH that GOLD boro some of the charao- 
• teristlcB of the unknown nan he net tut he did not think that be was the nan. 

Agent 13LLER asked HEINTL'ANN that assuming that IttTKOND described to HEBmiW ‘ - 
nil that.HEINEPANH re call od concerning the unknown man's visit to the HEDlELAlffl 
home, could UglMmNN point to RATVOUD and identify RATUQHD as the man in 
question? KEINELANN stated that he could not. 

GOLD stated that Chile he was supplying information to the Russians In 1936 
and 1930 it consisted mainly of chemical processes of the company and principally ; 
they case from the Franco-Anerlcan Chemical Xorks, which la part of the Pennsyl- 
vania Sugar Corporation. GOLD aald that his reports on the processes which 
he gave to his contacts were very complete as he was very conscientious about 
It. Ho aald that he did not think they were of too touch value to the Russians ; 
and wondered If this woe not tome sort of a buildup befhre asking him to per- - 
form more important tasks. 

GOLD aald that wound 1936 he ran out of material which hi obtained at the PENNSTLVANIA 
EDGAR CORPORATION, at which time hia Russian contact a began pressing him to re- 
commend individuals to them who might possibly be utilised in obtaining indus- 
trial Information for the Soviet Union* GOLD advised that because of his ac- 
quaintances and circle of friends and the fact that he had no previous ooaneo- 
*tlon of this type he could think of no one to recommend to the Russians. Ho 
advised that when he decided to go to tho Xavier Univeraity in 1936 it created 
an argument with his Russian superior at the time but that he decided to go

In elaboration of COLD** association with FUCHS, Me advised that the 
second Meting with FUCHS was in the upper part of Manhattan on the 
east side and ha was certain that it was not in the Bronx. 

He said this second mooting was about three weeks after his original 
contact with FUCHS. ^ 

The third meeting with FUCHS eas about six weeks later, or in about 
May of l$Ui. At this meeting FUCHS gave COLD the first packet of 
papers. COLD stated that he was not sure where in Mew York City this 
meoting took placo but that ha thought perhaps it was in Manhattan, 
but he did recall that the meeting took place whila going down an 
exceedingly dark side street. He stated that FUCHS passed the package 
to him but that ho could not recall any definite conversation with 
FUCHS on this occasion. He said that they must have made arrangements -> 
at that time for the next meeting, although he could not recall it. 

OGLD said that FUCHS usually aet the approximate time when the next 
meeting would take place and then the exact time and place would be 
decided upon, OOLD said that about 1$ minutes after FUCHS passed 
him the package, he gave it to his Russian contact, JOHN, and that 
this meeting was very quick in nature and was within walking distance 
trtm the place where OOLD met FUCHS on this date. 

The fourth meeting with FUCHS took place about five woeks later, GOLD 
stating that it was in late June or early July, l$liij« He said the 
masting took place in the Bronx and that either Ibrdham University 
or Fordhao Road stood in his mind relative to this masting. 

Utilising the information furnished by FUCHS to refresh COLD*s memory, 
the latter advised that he recalled the meeting place on or near Grand 
Concourse in the Bronx, Mew York, He stated that they met on the street 
near a movie theater and they walked around the entire time oT the meeting 
which was betwoen three-quarters of an hour and an hour. OOLD could 
not recall any definite conversation at this meeting and FUCHS furniahed 
him with no information at this time. 
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The fifth Mooting took pitot la lttt July about tfarat weeks after the fourth 
Mating. GOLD aaid he net FUCHS on this occasion in Queens, 1« fork an 
long Island but not too far out in Queens, Be said that it was not as far 
oat u Jackson Heights. GOLD said ba went to this piece via subway, GOLD 
aaid 'it ms a very short nesting and FUCHS gave him a packet of folded 
papers. OGLD could not recall any particular conversation* GOLD said tone 
time in the following half hour he opened the papers and looked at the 
information written thereon and he saw what he recognised as ma them a t ical 
equations. About a half hour after his meeting with FUCHS, GOLD aaid he 
turned the papers ever to his contact, JOSH and that this meeting, which 
was short in duration, occurred farther out in Queens, GOLD said that 
he thought he waa either in or near a drug store st the time he looked at the 
papers FUCHS had given him. 

In late July or early August, the sixth meeting with FUCHS was to take place, 
OGLD said that this me sting was to be on Santera Parkway, Brooklyn, K. X# 
near the Belle Cinema and the Brooklyn Public Library, GOLD said FUCHS 
did not show up and that he, OOLD, hung around for quite some time and 
then left to keep his appointment with JOHN who did not shew up either, 

GOLD recalled that hie appointment with JOHN on this occasion was a conside r a b le 
distance from where he was supposed to have met FUCHS and it le his 
recollection that he was to have met JOHN in Manhattan, GOLD aaid that 
JOHN did not' show up and that probably the reason for this was that OOLD 
had stayed too long waiting for FUCHS and JOHN had arrived at the conclusion 
that OOLD did not Intend to meet him that day. 

The seventh scheduled meeting with FUCHS, according to GOLD, mat actually the 
alternate meeting of the sixth meeting. OOLD explains d that every time he 
and FUCHS arranged a future Meting, they would also arrange an alternate 
Meting, usually a week and sometimes two weeks at the moot, after the 
scheduled meeting. OOLD said that he was under the Impression that this 
alternate meeting was in the vicinity of Central Park in Manhattan. 

When FUCHS did not show up for this alternate meeting, OOLD saw JOHN at the 
scheduled Meting with him and they had a long discussion as to what should be 
dons. GOLD is not certain but he thinks that he arranged a subsequent 
Meting with JOHN at this time and when this meeting took place In early 
September or late August of l?lUt, JOHN instructed OOLD to go to the residence 
.of FUCHS on Vest 77th Street in Manhattan tfiich OOLD believed to be somewhere 
near Broadway. JOHN told OOLD that he should make inquiry ooncernlng the 
whereabouts of FUCHS, GOLD said he went there and notioed that on a mall box 
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waa the mm, *Dr, EuAUS FUCHS.* GOLD Mid he mad* inquiry and found that 
FUCHS, bad gone but ho did not find out *ere. GOLD Mid that JOHN bad given 
bia instructions to make the above inquiry during a Morning in lower 
Manhattan in the neighborhood of Washington Square* After QOLD aade the 
Inquiry on 77th Street, he kept a acheduled meeting on the ease day with 
JOHN in Manhattan somewhere above Columbia Unlvereity* Be told JOHN the 
roaulta of his inquiry and JOHN told him to *ait tight* • 

COLD said be la not certain whether the above described day was actually bis 
acheduled Meeting following the time that FUCHS did not show up to meet COLD 
near Central Park, or whether the day on which the inquiry was aade waa a 
subsequent Meeting with JOHN following the Central Park scheduled meeting* 

Subsequently! JOHN and GOLD oat, at ‘tfiich time JOHN gave GOLD an address in 
Cambridge, Boston, Massachusetts which JOHN described as the address <f 
FUCHS * sister, a Mrs. HEINEMANN. COLD said that be recalled the name of the 
street on which the HEXNEJONNs lived as Lakeview or something like that* 

. GOLD stated that he was very nervous and uneasy about the idea of going up sod , > , 
Making the inquiries of people who ware total strangers to him concerning the 
whereabouts of FUCHS, fie felt that the HE2N2MANN* did not know the nature of 
FUCHS' work with the Manhattan Engineer District or for that matter, that 
FUCHS was engaged in anything to do with an atomic weapon, GOLD stated 
be had received the information from JOHN to asks this entire contact very 
rapidly and to quickly loave there should he discover that ROBERT HEINEMANN 
wee at hone* fie said that be was also instructed to be very matter of fact 
with Mrs, HEINEMANN during any c cutset* 

This first attempt of QOLD' a to contact the HSINEMANNs was Mads on a Sunday 
and be said that he discovered that the HKTSKMANNs were away on a vacation* 

OOLD said be transmitted this inferastiontte JOHN in a matter of a few days 
or a weak, 

GOLD stated the next title he went to Cambridge was in October or November of 
19blu GOLD said that looking back on it, he believes that it was in October, 

This time, upon going to the HEINEMAMN hone in Cambridge, be met Mrs* HEIKEMANS. 
OOLD stated he aade the meeting seem as plausible ae possible and feels that 
he did nothing to arouse ary suspicions on Mrs* HSINEMANN's part. He said that 
he did not meet FUCHS at that time and that Mrs* HEINSIANN stated that FUCHS 
bad been transferred to somewhere out in the southwest part of the United 
States. She did not know where, £be told GOLD however, that Mie expected 
FUCHS at their hone in Cambridge for Christmas. OOLD stayed in the H£2 NEtUNN 
heme for this visit very briefly, ha said. .GOLD also addsd that ha, at tfaf a 
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time left a. note In a waled envelope far FUCHS »o that hie aister would 
give it to him eh on he returned to Cambridge at Christmas time. GOLD said 
thie note contained instructions of hoe FUCHS eras to recontact him. He 
•eld that later upon returning to Hew fork he reported to JOHN of what had 
transpired during thie meeting in the HEINEMANN hone. 

COLD said the next time he went to Cambridge me around the Christmas season 
of l?Uu He believes this was after Christmas Day and possibly during the 
week between Christmas and Hew Tears. At this time COLD said he met 
FUCHS at the HE I NEMAN N home. During this meeting, FUCHS told COLD where he 
was working, that it, at Los Alamos, Hew Mexico, During the course of this 
meeting between OOLD and FUCHS in the KEINEUANN home, definite arrangements 
were made for GOLD to meet FUCHS in Santa Fe, New Mexico. GOLD said that 
this, as other arrangements between the two as to future meetings, was made on 
a mutually agreeable basis. 

OOLD said that this entire meeting with FUCHS occurred in the latter's room in 
the HEINEHANN home. He said that it was during this meeting with FUCHS that 
GOLD offered FUCHb $1500*00 which JOHN had given to OOLD for that purpose. 
FUCHS completely turned down any suggestion of a payment being made to *rtw f 

COLD said when he first entered the HEINEHANN borne that day, Mrs. HEINEHANN 
watt there very briefly but that FUCHS suggested that she leavo and go and 
pick up the children at school or to go shopping. GOLD is not sure Just 
what the suggestion was. He stated that this entire meeting with FUCHS 
consulted perhaps not more than 20 minutes. 

COLD stated the reason wiiy this meeting was not scheduled until the next June 
with FUCHS in Santa Fe, was die to the fact that OOLD could not get away . . 
from business until then and that FUCHS was ala o tied up. 

GOLD said he returned to Now Xork the same day and probably met JOHN the 
pame day, although he doos not recall the exact place where he met JOHN. 

OGLD stated that on this meeting with FUCHS in Cambridge, FUCHS also gave 
him information which he later transmitted to JOHN. 

OOLD said that between the time he met FUCHS in Cambridge and next in Sjnta 
Fe, to the best of his recollection be only saw JOHN once during this period* 

He said that thia meeting occurred with JOHN in a bar on Third Avenue somewhere 
in the Forties in New Xork City* He said this meeting with join; occurred 
just a few days before COLD went to Santa Fe. He added that the principal 
purposes far this meeting with JOHN in the bar were* 1* That JOHN wished 
to make sure that OOLD would go to Santa Fa and, 2* To make mutually agreeable • 
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arrangements for GOLD to neat JOHN on the former's rttum to Nov lork. 

(KM) Mid that tha nazoe Metropolitan Avenue, Brooklyn, atira a certain 
memory and that ha ftala that thla sight have bean the place agreed upon 
at that tine far GOLD to turn over the information which he vae to receive 
from FUCHS in Santa Fe. 

Relative to GOLD 'a next meeUng with FUCHS in Santa Fa, GOLD eaid he does not 
recall any preliminary meeting with JOHN hut would sot rule out the possibility 
that such a meeting did occur. Be said that during the second meeting in 
Santa Fe, FUCHS was approximately five minutes late for tha meeting which OQLD 
stated waa most unusual fcr FUCHS in that be waa vary predee in keeping hie 
appointment a an time. 

OQLD eaid when he returned from Santa Fa with tha material which FUCHS bad 
given him, it ia his impression that ha returned to Philadelphia prior to 
going to New lark. Be feels that this might have been occasioned by tha ' 
fact that when ha left Chicago on hia way back ha landed in Washington, fie 
feele however, that it ia also possible that ha merely rode through Phila- 
delphia on hia way. from Washington to New Fork but states that It ia possible 
that ha- stopped off in Philadelphia. In any ease, GOLD eaid, ha turned the 
material over to JOHN vary shortly after hia arrival back in the Bast. 

GOLD stated that on hia way back east on this trip he stayed at the Palmer 
Bouse in Chicago. He states he registered there but does not recall what name 
he used and ia not aura whether or not he used the name BARRI GOLD, but states that 
the possibility exists. 

GOLD stated he believee he turned this information over to JOHN somewhere oat 
beyond Jackson Heights in Long Island, New Xork. 

.Be stated that the Netropolitan Avenue, Brooklyn ad drees waa tha best he could 
remember concerning the location in which he turned over the information to 
JOHN which he had received Aren FUCHS on the first visit. He stated that he 
could not recall anything specific about this location, stating that he did 
not know whether it waa on a street corner or in a bar. 

Relative to these locations Which were used by GOLD and JOHN tor their 
■meetings, GOLD stated that they usually tried to pick a place where at least 
one of than had been before. He eaid that they were careful not to pick a 
neighborhood which could be classed as tough for fear of being involved in any 
street trawls* Be added that they attempted to pick locations which were net 
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extremes. By that hs Mid he meant a street which was not too badly crowded 
nor one that was too deserted* QOLD said it le his impression that JOHN 
bad usually "eased" the neighborhood previously. 

GOLD stated that daring his second meeting with FUCHS at Santa !*, no definite 
arrangements were made for a subsequent meeting between the two* QOLD said 
FUCHS told him at this time that be believed that he might be returning to 
Ingland in the near future and that he was not at all ewe of bow long he 
would be remaining at Los Alamos due to the fact that the work of constructing 
an atomic weapon had been completed* QOLD said FUCKS told him at this time 
that GOLD could always inquire from FUCHS’ sister, Mrs. HSINEKANN relative 
to his whereabouts. 

GOLD said that this w&s the last time he ever saw FUCHS. Be eald that subsequent 
to his meeting with JOHN in Jackson Heights where he turned over the material 
received from FUCHS on his visit, he did have a later meeting with JOHN. QOLD 
believes that this possibly took place somewhere near the Hotel St. George 
in Brooklyn, New fork. QOLD was unable to narrow the location down beyond that. 
Be said however, that this meeting took place sometime before the first of 
January, 191*6. OOLD said that during this meeting somewhere in the vicinity 
of the Hotel St. George, JOHN was very touchy and very apprehensive. QOLD 
said that daring this meeting JOHN told him that they had to be extremely 
careful. Be said he got the definite impression that JOHN had the "wind up" 
for acme particular reason. OOLD, in trying to formulate a reason far these 
actions on the part of JOHN, said that as he looks back at it, he thinks It 
might have had soma thing to do with the Canadian Spy Case or with the 
statements made by ELIZABETH BBNTLEX. QOLD stated however, this is pure 
conjecture on his part. ' 

GOLD said JOHN made a couple of other appointments with him at that time. 

He remembers that one was in Jamaica and one was near the Earle Theater in 
.the Bronx but that JOHN never kept any of these appointments and that 
subsequent to GOLD'S meeting with JOHN in the vicinity of the St. Oecrge 
Hotel that the two never met again. 

OOLD stated that he was able to go to Santa Ft on these two different 
occasions because he took a split vacation from work that summer. Be said 
that he was authorised a two weeks' vacation; that he took one weak in June 
'and went to Santa Fe and the other week in September, both 191*5, and w«t 
to Santa Fa. Be stated at this time that he recalls that his family was under 
the impression, particularly relative to his first trip to Santa Fa, that be 
bad gone to Maine on a vacation with a girl. 
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OOttD wid that his activities in the area of Syracuse, So charter and Buffalo 
consisted in meeting with and obtaining information from four separate 
individuals. Be said that on every meeting with one of these persona he 
received information from them which he turned over to either SAM or possibly 
some other Russian Agent who was apparently temporarily noting in Silt's 
place* GOLD was very spedfic in stating that it is his definite impression 
that all of these four people were Americana and were natives of the area 
In which he met them. 

By natives of the area, GOLD explained that he was rather sure that these 
people lived in that area. 

lie oaid these four people were ss follows] 

1* An individual whom OOLD sold he met sometime in the sumsnr of 1942 and 
again in the winter of 1943, both tlase in Syracuse, New fork* Be stated 
It was his impression that this individual worked for the firm of Krause • 
Binds in Syracuse* Be added that this was an impression and that he was 
not sure how logical the impression is or what its source is* He described 
him as follows i

■an worked or very much about him at all. He aaid that he was physically a 
big powerful individual and that OOLD imedlately complained to BAM after 
hie contact with thie person that tha two of them, meaning the individual 
in Buffalo and GOLD, looked somewhat like Butt and Jeff and were not too 
logical people to meet because of the vast diffarencas in their wises. 

OOLD states that he can not remember much about the physical details of this 
individual, stating that his only impression remaining concerning him la 
hie vast else. Be said that the man was well over six feet. OOLD said he

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GOLD .dooa not recall exactly where be oat this Individual end states that their 
meeting was of very A art duration# GOLD characterised this Individual as 
having a very definite Italian appearance. By that# he stated# he did not 
naan that the individual was necessarily a native of Italy# hut rather of 
Italian - inorlcan extraction. 

Relative to these four individuals whom GOLD net in Upper New Tork State# be 
•aid that it waa his impression that all four were novices or "one shot 11 
Jobe# He gave the following reasons for that impression; 

He stated that they were all extremely punctual in keeping appointments; that 
they kept their appointments right to the minute* COLD said that with the 
exception of FUCHS# this is a definite sign of the novice* Be said that 
after being in the work for a while# people have a tendency to become a 
little lax and to treat these meetings as business appointments# He 
stated that another reason why he believed them to be n one shot* jobs was 
that otherwise he probably would have eontacted them again# He said that 
the Italian looking person whom he met in Buffalo definitely gave him the 
impression of being a novice and a "one ehot#* He added however# that these 
pooplo were all of draft age and might have entered the service shortly

GOLD stated that he usually had very good descriptions of these people before 
he mot then. He said thoso descriptions were furnished to him by £AU* lie 
said that tho manner in vtoidi theso descriptions were furnished to him was 
as follows; ;

Uth reference to the four Individuals in up-State Sew Tork, GOLD advised that 
be never made any future appointments with theee individual#* Be eeld that 
be thought there were two possible reasons why SIM need hla as a go-betwean 
with the four Individuals described. The first possibility was that none of 
theee people were trustworthy in the eyes of SAM or else SAM did not know 
enough about the contact. GOLD said he thought, that possibly the Russians 
were after something very important and therefore, had to take a chance on 
establishing e westing with the contact; they therefore used GOLD, rather than 
have SAM, a more valuable agent, make the contact end risk exposure* The 
second possibility GOLD said, was that SAM knew enough that he did not want 
theee individuals contacted by Anyone with a foreign accent and therefore, 
they utilised QOLD who had no acoent, as a go-between* 5 .V V 

00LD said that the information which he received from these four Individuals 
in upper New fork State was all turned over to Russian agents* Bs said that 
the material obtained from the individual whom he knew ae MARTIN was turned 
over to SAM, as was the Information which he received from the vary large 
Individual* Be said that this information was always turned over on the 
ease evening; that on occasion where he would meet hie contact in Rochester, 
be would perhaps go to Buffalo to turn the information over, or vice versa* 

He said that the information received from the Other two Individuals he turned 
over to perhaps two other agente who were apparently acting in SAM’s stead* 

Be said that both of these individuals had a Slavic cast of features and that 
one of them he recalls had somewhat blond hair* Both of them were of average 
'height, one of then about 5 ft* 8 in. or 9 in* and the other about 5 ft*

OOLD stated that he recalls that in the one meeting which he bad with FUCKS in 
Cambridge, certain tentative arrangements were made for another meting 
in Boston should FUCHS return there from Santa Fa. GOLD said he bad had a 
preliminary conversation on this with JOHN end they decided that it was not 
at sll a good procaduro for OOLD to met FVCES in the HE3KEMAMK hem. 

OOLD stated that JO® suggested to him certain tentative arrangements relative 
.to another meting should one be necessary# OOLD than stated that ha does 
not specifically recall whether he actually did speak of these arrangements 
with FUCHS. He said that the arrangements were fer the two, if necessary, 
to met in Boston* OOLD does not recall axactly where, but the name 
Charles Riser stirs something in Ms memory and he believes that it was 
somewhere near that river# He aleo said that the tentative arrangements for 
this msetlng included some sort of a museum or public h ell stating ho we v er , 
that it was dafinitaly not on# of tha mors famous landmarks, such as 
Fansuil Kail. 
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In an effort to corroborate the statements mad* by FUCHS that be sat Ms 
contact in Santa Fe in June of I9k$ on Alameda Street between Castillo and 
Delgado Streets, a sup of the city of Santa F# was sham to COLD. GOLD, 
after studying this sup, stated that he aet FUCHS in June of l$b5 somewhere 
along the Alameda (street)* Be recalled that it was close to one of the 
streets which crosses the Rio Santa Fe* Be said this street where it crosses 
the river was not exactly a bridge but more of a continuation of the street* 
Be said that his best recollection was that it waa on The Alameda somewhere 
in the vicinity of Caetillo Street. Ge did not know exactly where, but ruled 
out the possibility of it being close to Delgado Street. OOLD described 
The Alameda as being a street that was only partially paved and bad gravel 
on either aide of the pavemont. He also a aid that the Rio Santa Fe could 
hardly be described as a river in that it was practically a dried-up stream. 

OOLD was questioned concerning information contained in the cablegram from 
London setting out FUCHS' description of bis meeting with COLD. OOLD 
advised that be recalls the Queonsboro Bridge in connection with one of Mb 
meetings with FUCHS but he did not recall whether it was on. the Manhattan 
aide and be does not recall walking on First Avenue. GOLD said that a 
possible Central Park meeting which actually took place with FUCHS “rings 
e bell*’ but that it was his impression that this was the alternate meeting 
when FUCHS did not show up. 

In connection with Lamy, Hew Mexico, OOLD said he believed this was 
a Junction point between Albuquerque and Santa Fe where be caught a bus 
to go into Santa Fe* In this connection, GOLD stated he remembers dearly 
on both occasions he arrived at Santa Fa by bus and left by bus on tbs asms 
day* 

Rsiativs to Ms entire work in espionage, OOLD stated that fee never received 
any “bang* out of the work whatsoever at any time* He said that this work 
'could only be described by him as drudgery including waiting around railroad 
stops, riding in day coaches, taking crowded mean* of transportation, 
and standing around and waiting on street comers* 

OOLD was dhown several sets of photographs supplied by the Hew fork Office 
in the fora of albums at which time OOLD advlsod that he would mention to the 
agents any tins one of the individuals even slightly resembled one of Ms 
unknown contacts in connection with his Soviot espionage. OOLD was vary 
emphatic in stating that if fe# said he did not recognise the man, that 
person could definitely be eliminated as a suspect*

Hr. ALVARE stated that he recalled both GOLD and DOUGHERTY 
•wry well inasmuch as they were always after him for salary 
'increases and he was instrumental in getting both of them a 
aalary increase, which he believes was approximately 20j£. 

Further, ALT ARE arranged with the General Manager of the plant, '• 
ABBOT K. HAMILTON, who is now an officer of Conmercial 
Solvents, 17 E» 42nd Street, Mew Tork City, for the Penn- 
aylvania Sugar Company to lend both GOLD and DOUGHERTY $500 
which, to the best of ALV ARE’s recollection, was approved 
and the loans made. ALV ARE could not recall the purpose of 
the loans other than a recollection that either GOLD or 
DOUGHERTY had some sort of a mortgage in connection with 
which they wanted to make payments. Hr. ALV ARE felt that Hr. 
HAMILTON would probably have detailed Information regarding 
the reason for these loans being requested by GOLD and DOUGHERTY. 

ALVARE described GOLD as a very meek, humble sort of peraon, 
but very thorough in his work. He could not recall any other 
information -concerning GOLD regarding trips, etc., and believed 
that GOLD probably took a vacation in 1945 but has no personal 
knowledge of whether or not he did so.

Mr. GERALD A. GLEESON, USA, Philadelphia, EDPA, called and stated that with respect 
to the warrant for GOLD'S arrest, on which the return had been executed by the 
U. S. Marshal in error, he had been checking the matter and that he knew the 
arrest had been made in this office by a Special Agent and that the arrest had 
been made on the warrant issued in New York, but since the warrant was not in the 
possession of the Agent at the time of the arrest ttatjinder the rules FrM«* 
this would be construed an arrest without a warrant; that, therefore, it would be 
necessary for the original warrant to be produced in court on Monday at the time 
of the removal hearing of GOLD. He stated that Agent MILLER should bring this 
warrant with him when he appeared in court on Monday morning, June l^trw 

I called Mr. GRANVILLE of the New York Office and advised him of the opinion of 
the U. S, Attorney and asked him to make arrangements for Agent WILIER to obtain 
the oriplnal of the warrant while he was in New York in order that it could be 
brought to Philadelphia by Agent MILLER, exhibited to HARRY GOIC in accordance 
with the request of the U. S. Attorney, and brought in court on Monday ty Agent 
MILLER. Mr. GRANVILLE stated that he would handle this matter. 

I nointed out to Mr. GRANVILLE that Mr. GLEESON pointed out that the warrant 
received from the U. S. Attorney's office in Philadelphia and delivered to the 
U. S- Marshal, and on which the Marshal's return had been made, had the word Copy 
written thereon by the Commissioner, according to Mr. GLEESON, although in the 
letter transmitting the warrant it was described as a duplicate original. Mr. 
GLEESON advised that he was not sure this was the correct procedure, but in order 
to avoid any possibility of error he felt the original should be obtained and 
produced in court.

On June 19, 19 $0, the writer telephortically contacted SA PAUL P. ZAIVASKY re- 
lative to the contact and interview of Ur. PAUL A. MULCEY, of the Anthracite 
Institute, concerning his possible knowledge of the activities of HARRY GOLD. 

Later the same day SA FREDERICK T. HOULIHAN contacted the writer telephon- 
ically and advised that MULCEY was a personal friend of his and was director 
of the laboratory of the Anthracite Institute, located at Dallas, Pa., which 
organization is set up by the various coal nines for the purpose of doing 
experimental work with coal and coal by-products.

Re report of SA ROBERT G. JENSHN, Philadelphia, 5/31/50. 

The following investigation was conducted on 6/l5,l6, 19/50. 

Beginning on page 92 of referenced report information is set forth 
regarding GOLD'S bank accounts at the Real Estate Trust Company and the 
Philadelphia Saving Fund Society. 

The following comments are made regarding GOLD'S deposits at 
the Real Estate Trust Company: 

1. The $20.00 deposit on 10/5/UU represents a check. Pay- 
able to GOLD, drawn by his friend, MORRELL E. DOUGHERTY, 
who has an account in the same bank. Account Number 575L- 

2. The $150.00 deposit on 10/28/UU likewise represents a 
check, drawn by DOUGHERTY, payable to GOLD on DOUGHERTY s 

* account. 

3 . The $500.00 deposit on 2/9/U5 represents the loan to 
GOLD by the Pennsylvania Sugar Company, 

h. The deposits on 9/llM, 10/23M, 2/6/16 and 2/28/U6 
represent Pennsylvania Sugar Company checks. 

Regarding the withdrawals made by GOLD, the following comments are 

made: 

1, The $22,00 check, payable to DOUGHERTY on 10/19/UU was 
credited to DOUGHERTY'S account at the Real Estate Tr^st 
Company. 

2, The $375.00 check, payable to the Real Estate Trust 
Company on 2/13A5, is a transaction whereby GOLD drew 
his personal check, payable to RETCO and, in turn, the 
bank issued to GOLD Treasurer's check number T 23UL5, 
dated 2/13/U5, in the amount of $375*00, Tracing this 
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check developed that GOLD deposited it in his savings 
account at the PSFS. 

3, The two checks, payable to DOUGHERTY on 2/lh/h(> and 
2/l$/h6, apparently were cashed by DOUGHERTY since 
they were not deposited in his account at the RBTCO* 

While at the bank, the checking accounts of MORRELL E. DOUGHERTY 
and W r s. JOHN P. GLADFELT1R (the former REGINA M. LOCKABAUGH) were 
examined. 


Of significance, as a result of the check of DOUGHERTY'S account. 

It was found that, on 10/23 Alt. » 5311.03 deposit « Mdo in this account. 
An examination of the deposit ticket and record* *U» d i 1 sol “= e i.^l Tf 
$300.00 of this deposit was represented by a check, payable to DOUGHERTY, 
■drawn on the National City Bank of New York, dated 10/21/hh, and signed by 
A. BROTHMAN. Similarly, on 8/23 A5> a deposit totaling $153.75 was made. 
Of this total amount, $150.00 was represented by a check drawn on the 
National City Bank of New York upon the account of A. BROTHMAN and 
Associates, payable to DOUGHERTY, which is "for professional services 
rendered". 


On 9/20/U5, a $20.00 deposit appears on DOUGHERTY'S ledger card, 
and an examination of the deposit ticket and recordak film reflected that, 
of this total deposit, $10.00 was represented by a check drawn on the 
West Hudson National Bank, Harrison, N. J., dated 9/U/L5, payable to 
DOUGHERTY and signed by THCMAS L. BLACK. 


In connection with the above mentioned BROTHMAN checks, it is 
interesting to note that in the referenced report DOUGHERTY claims he 
had never met BROTHMAN until M r s. GOLD'S death, which was in 19U7* It Is 
observed the two checks deposited in his account were dated in 1 9Uk and 

1?U$. 

An examination of LOCKABAUGH »s account disclosed that practically 
all deposits were made in cash with the exception of a deposit in the 
amount of $100.00 on 5/29/U5. The deposit ticket reflected this was a 
money order, number 6518. The recordak film for that date was not examined 
but the above is noted in the event that at sane time in the future the 
date or amount might acquire significance.

On June 1, 1950, Philadelphia 

National Bank, advised the writertna^tn^oru^GOl^who had an 
*H" in his name and maintained an account -with the Philadelphia 
National Bank -was one ALBERT H. GOLD, -who recently opened a new 
office for his law practice, located in Suite 732 of the Bankers 
Security Building, Philadelphia. Mr. KOCH checked his active 
records, inactive records and his closed records, and found only- 
twelve people by the name of GOLD who have had accounts at the 
Philadelphia National Bank within the last few years. ALBERT H. 
GOLD is known to Mr. KOCH personally, and he advised that he is 
definitely not identical with the HARRY GOLD, who is the subject of 
this case. 


Mr. HERBERT BICKHAM, Office Manager, Smith, Barney and Company, 
Philadelphia, on June 1, 1950, advised that he had no record of 
a HARRY GO ID making a $25,000 Government Bond purchase in 1950. 

He also telephonically contacted their New York Office, and was 
so advised that the New York Office had no record of any HARRY GOLD 
making a $25,000 Government Bond purchase in 1950. 


On June 1, 1950, Mr. H. 0. POWELL was telephonically contacted by 
the writer and again he declined to furnish the name of the individ- 
ual from whom he received the information which he furnished to 
Mr. CORNELIUS. He did, however, state that he would obtain more 
details as to the transaction from his friend who supposedly 
works for Smith, Barney and Company. On June 19, 19$0, Mr. H. G. 
POWELL telephonically advised the writer that he had recontacted 
his friend and was advised that the purchase was in 19b9 instead of 
1950. He oould give no specific date as to Y*en the purchase 
took place. 


Mr. HERBERT BICKHAM was again contacted on June 19, 1950, and he 
again checked his records for any bond transaction with any individual 
by the name of GOLD for 19l;9, and he again advised that he could 
recall that no such transaction took place, and his records did not 
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reflect that such a transaction took place. Ur. BICKHAM also telephonically 
contacted their New York Office, and they could find no record of a 
Mr. GOLD purchasing $25,000 worth of Government Bonds during 19l*9. 

Mr. BICKHAM advised that their active ledger, their addressograph ledger, ' 
and their address ledger had all been reviewed. Mr. BICKHAM also stated 
that he has been employed by Smith, Barney and Company for the past 
20 years, and feels certain that if such a transaction took place, he 
would recall it because of the large amount of money involved. 

Mr. H. G. POWELL was again telephonically contacted and requested to 
furnish the name of the friend from whom he had received the infoimation, 
and again he declined to do so. He stated, however, that he would 
recontact the friend and ascertain how his friend was made aware of the 
reported transaction. 

A3 of June. 2 2, Mr . POWELL has not recontacted the writer. It is suggested 
that if Mr. POWELL does not furnish the infoimation requested by July 1.
